King's Troop pass

THE Woolwich-based King’s 
Troop Royal Horse Artillery 
was declared “fit to represent 
the nation” following its annual 
inspection last Tuesday (April 
28) in Charlton Park hy Major 
General Edward Smyth- Osbourne, 
General Officer Commanding The 
Household Division. 

The horses and artillery troopers put 
on a demonstration of their world- 
famous Musical Drive for the Major 
General, while the Band of the Royal 
Artillery entertained the public who 
had gone along to watch. 

The inspection determines whether 
the unit is fit to perform ceremonial 
and public duties for the next twelve 
months. The King’s Troop Royal 
Horse Artillery is currently on stand- 
by to deliver a 41-round Royal Salute 
to celebrate the birth of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge’s second child. 

The Major General rigorously 
inspected the standard of kit, the 
soldiers, the officers and the guns. The 
men and women 


of the Troop spend days polishing 
leather and brass, and behind every 
groomed mane, perfectly trimmed tail 
and glinting spur lie hours of physical 
effort, dedication and very early 
mornings. The display involved 68 
magnificently turned-out horses and 
59 soldiers. 

The Musical Drive is one of the most 
spectacular displays of horsemanship 
in the world. It involves risk-laden, 
complex choreographed moves with 
split-second timing. Teams of six 
colour-matched horses drew each of 
six field guns and limbers. The guns 
in the Troop display are 13 pounders, 
which all saw service in the First World 
War. 

The King’s Troop Royal Horse 
Artillery is the senior unit of the 
British Army when on parade with its 
guns. It is responsible for firing Royal 
and ceremonial salutes, can be seen 
riding on the Queen’s Birthday Parade, 
The State Opening of Parliament and 
State Visits, as well as participating in 
State Funerals.

THE borough is stepping up 
to support a full-scale rallying 
call to help victims of the 
Nepalese earthquake. 

Piles of emergency supplies such 
as baby food and sleeping bags have 
been handed into Woolwich Town 
Hall after an appeal by the Mayor, 
Cllr Mick Hayes, and council leader 
Cllr Denise Hyland. 

Three Nepalese nurses who 
live locally and work in London 
hospitals flew out last Monday 
(April 27) to offer medical care to 
the injured. They took with them 
emergency medicines bandages 
and antiseptic cream donated by 
local pharmacists. Another four 
female nurses were due to fly out 
on Saturday. 

Greenwich has one of the largest 
Nepalese populations in London. 
Community leader Fatta Thapa 
is a trustee with Skills and Care 
CIC, a support for the Nepalese 
community. He said: “All the 
nurses who are going out come

from the areas that have been 
badly affected. One of our group 
saw them off from Heathrow, with 
all the emergency donations from 
the pharmacists. 

“I want to thank Denise Hyland 
and the Mayor for their very 
rapid action to help us. The local 
Nepalese community really 
appreciate the help that people are 
giving, and their donations. 

We are currently co-coordinating 
with the Embassy of Nepal 
in London, local Nepalese 
communities, and charities to raise 
whatever support we can.” 

The Mayor and Cllr Hyland issued 
a statement, saying: “Greenwich 
has one of the largest Nepalese 
communities in London, for whom 
this is a desperately worrying time. 
The royal borough stands by these 
members of our community and 
will do all we can to support them. 
We are supporting local community 


organisations who are collecting 
blankets and other essential items 
to be sent to Nepal. 

“If you can spare any of the 
following items please bring 
them to Woolwich Town Hall, and 
they will be collected by a local 
charity which is working closely 
with the Nepalese Embassy and 
international aid agencies to fly 
them out to some of the villages in 
Nepal that have been hardest hit. 

“We would also encourage local 
people to support the fundraising 
appeals that have been launched 
by donating to the Disasters 
Emergency Committee’s Nepal 
Earthquake Appeal at www.dec. 
org.uk or telephone 0370 60 60 900. 
We are sure that local residents, 
employees and businesses will 
want to do all they can to help.” 

Woolwich Town Hall is open 
Monday to Friday from 9am to 6pm 
and on Saturday from 9am to 1pm.

food and welcome drinks and every penny 
that collected on the night will go 100 
per cent directly to the charity in Nepal.

will have a minute’s silence with candles 
outside the restaurant, when people can 
come and pray, and remember all the 
victims who have lost their lives. We have 
been collecting tents, sleeping bags and 
dried food in the restaurant, and we have 
opened a book of condolences.” 

At the Coffee Lounge at Equitable House 
in General Gordon Square, Woolwich, the 
Nepalese owner, Vishal Tamang, said: 
“My family - my mother, my father and 
my brother - are sleeping in the fields 
because their house was trembling 
during the earthquake, and people 
were scared. It’s cold for them. Here, 
we are trying to raise money, and all 
of last week’s takings from people 
buying ice cream will go to the relief 
fund.” 

Five Red Cross nurses led by 
Neyomi Ivy from Plumstead plus two 
volunteers flew out from Heathrow 
to Katmandu last Wednesday (April 


29) with essential medical supplies, tents 
and sleeping bags. Their tickets were 
paid for by Tenzin Dakapa, owner 
of the Kailash Momo restaurant in 
Woolwich New Road which serves 
Nepalese and Tibetan food. 

Said Tenzin: “They took what 
people had been handing in at the 
restaurant. They were allowed 40 
kilos each, and the airline gave 
them priority. I also gave Neyomi’s 
group £2,000 for their expenses and 
more medical supplies. People have been 
very moved by what has happened. My 
customers have been asking us if our 
families are OK. It seems people want to 
do something to help. We are collecting 
clothes and equipment like tents and 
supplies, and I’d like people to bring 
them to the restaurant so we can send 
them to the people who need them.” 

Steve Nelson, the Principal Director of 
the South East Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “The Chamber will do whatever it 
can in terms of publicising the need for 
donations and fundraising.” 

Soldiers at Woolwich Barracks have 
been busy loading vans with relief 
supplies like clothing and torches. These 
are then being sent to a central depot 
ready to be flown out to Nepal. This is 
being co-ordinated by Capt Yog Thapa, 
who is Nepalese. He is also involved in 
sending Gurkha military engineers out to 
the earthquake areas from their base in 
Chatham. 

• The Skills and Care CIC community 
group for mainly elderly Nepalese people 
locally will be raising funds for families 
suffering from the earthquake with a 
‘bring and share’ event when it holds its 
annual ‘Big Lunch’ at Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust on June 7. It wants 
donations of collectables, antiques and 
craftwork to sell.

MORE than 5,400 people in the borough 
have now signed up to the Big London 
Energy Switch, giving them lower fuel 
bills and savings that average £250 per 
household. 

The scheme is a joint initiative run by 
local authorities in London. Working 
together, they can negotiate better deals 
with electricity suppliers because the 
high number of users gives them stronger 
buying power. 

The latest tariff this created was better 
than anything available through 
suppliers or online switching providers. 
Total savings achieved for Royal 
Greenwich residents since the scheme 
began in April 2013 are now running at 
£131,000. 

The Big London Energy Switch has been 
enthusiastically supported by the council 
as part of its efforts to help vulnerable 
people on low incomes who can least 
afford higher bills.

TEN businesses in the borough are 
now fully accredited members of 
the London Living Wage scheme 
after signing up to a council scheme, 
meaning they get a discount on the 
business rates they pay to the council. 

Another 60 firms have also said they 
want to sign up to the scheme, and are 
in the process of securing accreditation 
with the Living Wage Foundation. 

The council is offering business rates 
discounts to the first hundred local 
companies that become accredited this 
year. The discount covers five years’ worth 
of London Living Wage subscriptions. 
The offer aims to encourage local 
businesses committed to the scheme to 
support their local communities and the 
local economy generally by paying staff 
the London Living Wage. 

The council is itself an accredited London 
Living Wage employer, paying all staff a 
minimum of £9.15 per hour. 

Employers that pay the London Living 
Wage have made valuable savings by 
improving staff recruitment, retaining 
more staff, cutting absenteeism, and 
raising their profile as a London Living 
Wage employer. 

One firm signed up to the scheme is 
Capital Roofing in Westcombe Hill, 
Blackheath, founded in 1968 and now run 
by brothers Gary and Terry Peck. 

Terry said: “We are accredited to the 
scheme, and it definitely helps us to retain 
staff - we don’t ever get people leaving 
us! I would definitely encourage other 
employers in the borough to sign up to it 
because there are a lot of advantages.” 


The rate has been increased to recognise 
how much more expensive it is to live in 
the capital. It is a voluntary scheme, but 
only a few hundred companies in London 
are accredited living wage employers - 
but the number has doubled over the last 
12 months.

Their talk followed a suspected gas leak 
at the Greenwich school when all 300 
pupils had to be evacuated with the help 
ofSGN, which operates gas mains and 
services in Scotland and the south of 
England. 

Cheryl Howells, team manager at SGN's 
London depot in Kennington and her 
team gave the children a chance to look 
at some of the equipment used in their 
day-to-day work. She said: "Although the 
children were pleased to get an afternoon 
off school, the headteacher told us they 
didn't really understand why they had 
been evacuated." 

"They asked lots of very intelligent 
questions about our work and about 
natural gas. 

As part of SGN's Community Action 
Programme where every employee gets 
a day to help their local community, 
the London depot team will return to 
the school later in the spring to install 
bicycle and scooter racks and frog- 
shaped rubbish bins for the children to 
encourage them to recycle.

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WITH only two days to go, royal borough 
residents are urged to go to their polling 
station and vote this Thursday (May 7). 

Polling stations are open from 7am to 
10pm and polling staff will be happy to 
give assistance where wanted, especially for 
people who have a disability or who haven't 
voted before. 

Every polling station is accessible, and 
usually within a few minutes' walk from 
most people's homes. 

1 67,322 people are eligible to vote in Royal 
Greenwich for their MP in the parliamentary 
constituencies of Eltham, Greenwich and 
Woolwich, and Erith and Thamesmead. 
There is also a local by-election for one 
councillor to be elected in the Greenwich 
West ward. 

Most people will have received their poll 
card telling them where to go, but it doesn't 
matter if you have mislaid or not received 
your poll card, so long as you are on the 
polling station voters' list. Just go along to 
your polling station and give your name and 
address to the polling staff, who will find 
you in their register if you are registered and 
give you your ballot paper.

Voting is easy; just one vote for the 
candidate of your choice on the ballot 
paper. Voters put their ballot papers into 
the secure polling station ballot box, which 
is sealed at the close of the poll. 

If any elector finds that, either because 
of an unexpected medical reason or 
because of an unexpected employment or 
occupational reason they cannot get to their 
polling station on Thursday, they can apply 
to vote by proxy, which means appointing 
somebody to vote for you at your polling 
station. Application forms are at www. 
aboutmyvote.co.uk/register-to-vote/apply- 
to -vote -by- proxy 

These 'emergency proxy' applications 
need to be made as soon as possible, as the 
application deadline is 5pm on polling day. 

If you have a postal vote and haven't put it 
in the post by this Wednesday, you can bring 
your properly completed postal vote to a 
polling station in their constituency before 
10pm and give it to the polling staff inside, 
who will arrange to get it (unopened and 


secure) to the Returning 
Officer that day so it can 
be checked and included 
in the count. 

Once voting closes 
all the ballot boxes are 
brought by polling staff 
to the count centre 
as quickly as possible, where about 180 
counting staff will count the votes. 

It is always difficult to predict when 
election results will be declared, but it is 
hoped the Greenwich results should be 
declared around 4am, though this may 
depend on the voting turnout and whether 
there are any recounts. The Mayor of 
Greenwich, Councillor Mick Hayes, makes 
the formal announcement and the results 
will be available on the council's website, or 
on twitter @Royal_Greenwich, immediately 
after they are announced.

THE annual marathon effort by the 
council's teams to get local streets 
cleaned up following the big race took 
place last Sunday (April 26). 

Council staff saw to the clean-up of 
the local area after this year's London 
Marathon in record time - to be specific, 
two hours and fifteen minutes, the same 
as Paula Radcliffe's world record breaking 
finish in 2003! 

A total of 73 members of staff, of which 
1 1 were apprentices, contributed to 
the clean-up and were aided by seven 
mechanical sweepers and three refuse 
trucks. This year 4.78 tonnes of plastic 
bottles were cleared from affected 
streets, which is over twice as much as 
last year. Additionally 500kg of textiles 
was donated to charity for distribution. 

Cllr Jackie Smith the cabinet member 
for community safety and environment 
said: "Well done to everyone in our street 
cleansing teams who helped to get the 
borough looking spick and span within 
hours of the race passing through." 

Among the thousands of entrants 
running for worthy causes was a nine- 
strong team fundraising for South 
London Special League - the Mayor's 
chosen charity. They are expected to 
raise around £80,000 to support young 
athletes with disabilities.

Monthly tea parties create 
a chance for friendships

A GROUP which hosts monthly tea 
parties for isolated older people is 
urging royal borough residents to 
support the national charity behind 
the initiative, Contact the Elderly, 
as it celebrates 50 years of helping 
combat loneliness in older people. 

Volunteers and older people from the 
Greenwich branch of Contact the Elderly 
celebrated the charity’s Golden Jubilee 
with a special ‘Big FifTEA’ party last 
month. 

The ‘Big FifTEA’ party in Greenwich 
was one of hundreds of celebrations 
nationally, with over 5,000 older people and 
volunteers across marking the valuable 
work of Contact the Elderly over the last 
five decades. 

The charity aims to relieve the acute 
loneliness of people aged 75 and over by 
organising monthly Sunday tea parties. 
Supported by a network of volunteer 
drivers and hosts, the tea parties provide 
guests with much-needed regular face- 
to-face contact. Contact the Elderly tea 
parties always take place on a Sunday 
when most other services are unavailable 
and older people can feel particularly 
lonely. 

A monthly tea party can make such a 


difference to someone’s life and with 570 
groups and over 7,500 volunteers across 
the UK, the charity is now appealing for 
more volunteers and local funding in order 
to access older people, many of whom do 
not have regular face-to-face contact with 
anyone other than a carer or the postman. 

Contact the Elderly volunteer Christina 
Jackson, said: “Every month I see the 
difference that the tea parties we hold here 
in Greenwich make to local older people 
who are lonely and isolated. Friendships 
have formed between younger volunteers 
and older guests, who really look forward 
to spending an afternoon having tea, cake 


and a good chat. 

“Having seen the difference that our 
parties make to the health and happiness 
of older people in our community, I would 
urge local people to support Contact the 
Elderly in any way they can. We’re in need 
of more volunteers and donations to help 
us reach more isolated older people and 
would appreciate any support that local 
people or businesses can give.”

Unique servile remen

ELTHAM’S historic Gallipoli 
Chapel at Holy Trinity Church 
marked the 100th anniversary of 
the First World War landings at 
Gallipoli with a special service of 
remembrance. 

Gallipoli was the defining campaign of 
1915 that centred on a narrow finger of 
land in Turkey known as the Gallipoli 
Peninsula. In total, 14,750 allied soldiers 
died and at least 85,000 Turkish soldiers 
lost their lives. 

Among those who 
attended the service 
on Saturday, April 
25, were Emirhan 
Yorulmazlar, 

Turkey’s Consul 
General in London, 
and the Bishop of 
Woolwich, the Rt Rev 
Dr Michael Ipgrave. 

Others included the 
borough’s Mayor and 
Mayoress, Cllr and Mrs 
Mick Hayes, Foster 
Summerson of the 
Gallipoli Association, 
representatives of the 
Royal British Legion, 
and regimental and 
community groups. 

Cadet groups were 
represented by the 56 
Woolwich Squadron 
Royal Air Force 
Cadets and the 95 
London Scottish 
Army Cadets from Eltham. One hundred 
poppies were specially made by church 
youth club members and their leaders 
June Knowles and Annie Osborne. 

The chapel, in Southend Crescent, is 
the only one of its kind in the world to 
be dedicated to the campaign. It was 
created in 1917 by Henry Hall, then vicar 


of the parish, who had served as chaplain 
to the British Army’s 29th Division at 
the landings. In a letter home, he wrote: 
“The landing was awful - men and 
officers shot down in shoals, caught in 
the wire, killed, wounded, drowned. The 
29th Division has accomplished what 
the Germans deemed impossible. They 
have forced a landing on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula but alas, at a heavy cost in 
lives.” He returned safely, but with a 
strong desire to create a permanent 
memorial to all 
who served and lost 
their lives in the 
campaign. 

The chapel is also 
home to a memorial 
bench and cushion 
to Lance Corporal 
Jake Alderton who 
lived locally and 
died in Afghanistan 
in November 2007 
while serving with 
20 Field Squadron, 36 
Engineer Regiment. 
He is also being 
remembered in the 
royal borough’s Book 
of Remembrance for 
local people who have 
fallen while on active 
military service. 

The chapel has been 
used for an annual 
Gallipoli memorial 
service every year 
since 1921, and a fund 
was launched by the congregation to 
refurbish it for the campaign’s centenary 
year. A Ministry of Defence grant, 
provided through the Armed Forces 
Community Covenant scheme, has been 
awarded to Holy Trinity to provide an 
interactive display so people can learn 
more about the Gallipoli campaign.
